It is always an honor to provide our alumni and supporters 
with an update on our successes, challenges and opportunities at 
Co-Lin. Throughout our history, we have been fortunate to have 
tremendous support from our alumni. I am very pleased that 
this past year we increased the ranks of our Co-Lin alumni with 
over 752 new graduates from our three campuses- the largest 
graduating class in the history of our college. I am certain they 
will be successful in their careers and life. 

Our greatest challenge this year occurred as a result of the 
State of Mississippi’s ongoing budget crisis. At Co-Lin, we 
began this 2018 fiscal year with 1.2 million dollars less in state 
appropriations than in fiscal year 2017. I am pleased that our 
administration and Board of Trustees have taken appropriate 
actions to balance the budget and are committed to providing 
our students with the very best learning and training experience 
possible. 

One action taken was to reorganize the college in a way 
to be more efficient in our operations. As a result, several 
of our administrators have assumed additional duties and 
responsibilities. The plan includes promoting Dr. Jane Hulon 
from Vice President of Instructional Services to Vice President 
of the Wesson Campus. She will be primarily responsible for 
the operation of the Wesson Campus including the instructional 
programs, housing, financial aid, student activities, athletics, 
counseling center, as well as other the areas she previously 
supervised. We have also promoted Chris Warren from Director 
of Admissions and Records to Dean of Student Services. Warren 
replaces Brenda Smith, who will assume the duties as division 
chairperson and instructor of Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation. Smith will also continue as assistant men’s and 


women’s tennis coach. 

The Co-Lin Foundation enjoyed another record-breaking year 
in collecting donations and gifts from alumni and supporters 
of the college. Our Foundation assets have reached almost 
$9 million and provide a much-needed financial resource to 
the college. It is my hope that all of our Co-Lin friends will 
continue to aide in our growth and development through their 
donations to the Co-Lin Foundation. 

We hope everyone will join us for Homecoming this year 
on October 27-28th. It is always a highlight of the year to have 
so many alumni and friends back on campus to reflect on the 
past and celebrate the future of our college. I look forward to 
welcoming you back home to Co-Lin.

“I’m excited about the opportunity to serve the student- 
athletes, administration, staff, and coaches,” Young said. “I 
grew up on the Co-Lin campus and some of my best memo- 
ries were made here as a child, student-athlete, and coach. 
Co-Lin holds a special place in my heart, and I look forward 
to helping improve our overall athletic program.” 

Young is a graduate of Wesson Attendance Center and 
pitched for the Wolfpack baseball team under former head 
coach Keith Case from 1994-1996. He received a bachelor of 
science degree in human performance from the University of 
Southern Mississippi in 1999. During his time at USM, Young 
began his coaching career by volunteering at Co-Lin to help 
his father.

Kids today are told they can be 
whatever they want to be. What 
adults usually mean when they 
share that advice is to work hard, 
and you can become successful 
at pretty much anything. How- 
ever, that is not always the case 
when a child wants to pursue a 
career in professional athletics, 
music, or art. Those careers are 
so hard to actually make it, there 
is often the idea that students had 
better have a back-up plan, and 
many give up along the way. 

Derek Smith (02) is work- 
ing as a professional artist in 
Brooklyn, New York. While he 
is finally enjoying some success 
at a career he has dreamed of for 
years, the road to get there was 
not always easy for Smith. As a 
child and teen, the Brookhaven 
native was interested in art at a 
young age, and completed the 
Fine Arts curriculum at Co-Lin. 
While at Co-Lin, he performed 
as a Sojourner and drew editorial 
cartoons for the WolfTales cam- 
pus newspaper. 

After Co-Lin, Smith knew he 
needed to get away to challenge 
his worldview, and pursue a ca- 
reer in the arts. He moved to Or- 
lando, Florida and began work- 
ing in the restaurant industry. He 
eventually got a job managing a 
sports photography company at 
the Wide World of Sports at Walt 
Disney World before beginning a 


culinary arts program at LeCor- 
don Bleu in Orlando. After stints 
working in Santa Rosa, Califor- 
nia and Wilmington, North Caro- 
lina, Smith found himself back 
in Orlando working as a pastry 
chef. He specialized in elaborate, 
hand-painted wedding cakes. 

“T had abandoned painting for 
a while pursuing other things, but 
working on the cakes made me 
want to pick up my paints again,” 
Smith said. 

He did pick up his paints 
again, but he didn’t know where 
to start in finding his own voice 
as an artist. He began honing his 
skills by giving himself painting 
assignments, much like he had 
while taking classes under Janet 
Smith and Tom Ross at Co-Lin. 
He maintained his restaurant job 
and pastry career, and kept the 
painting to a side gig. 

“The elementary school-style 
exercises I gave myself led to 
ideas of what I was really inter- 
ested in painting,’ Smith said. 

He began sharing his art on 
social media, where he received 
encouragement to keep it up. 
His first collection included 120 
pieces of art, which he presented 
in his first show at a restaurant in 
Orlando. Sales from that show 
helped Smith make the move to 
New York.

Former executive director of the 
Foundation and Alumni Affairs, 
Charlotte S. Hill of Hammond, 
Louisiana (a ’61 graduate of Co- 
Lin High School), passed away 
in Pascagoula on June 23 after a 
lengthy illness. 

Hill was a graduate of Delta 
State University, where she 
earned a bachelor’s degree in 
wee cducation as a non-traditional 
ee student. She taught at Natalbany 
Baptist Christian School, Ham- 
%s mond High School, and as an 
“™ adjunct professor at Southeastern 
Louisiana University before she became director of develop- 
ment at Southeastern in 1985. In 1997, she became executive 
director of the Jackson State University Foundation, followed 
by her position as vice president for institutional advancement 
at Piney Woods School in Piney Woods, MS. 

Hill finished her career back where she began at Co-Lin 
where she served as executive director of the Foundation and 
Alumni Affairs from 2002 until her retirement in 2010. During 
her time at Co-Lin, she saw rapid growth in the Foundation’s

for over 30 years. Jerlene began 
working on a degree at the Co-Lin 
Natchez campus in the 70s while 
working in banking and for the De- 
partment of Human Services and 
completed her associate’s degree 
in Information Processing in 1989.

For 53 years of his life, Allen Kent (84) never knew who he 
looked like. 

He was adopted at six weeks old by Wesley (746) and Louise 
Kent of Brookhaven, from the Sellers Baptist Home in New Or- 
leans. 

The Kents married in 1953, and were unable to have chil- 
dren. After bringing Allen home, they always kept an open line of 
communication with him about where he came from, although the 
closed adoption left little information regarding his biological par- 
ents. 

“As early as I can remember, they always told me that I was 
their chosen child,” Kent said. 

Kent had a normal childhood and family life, including a sister, 
Pamela Kent Matthews (°88) whom the Kents adopted from the 
same home in New Orleans when Allen was four years old. For 
most of his life, Kent said he did not care or want to know about 
his biological parents. However, there was always a question in the 
back of his mind. Was there someone else out there that looked like 
him? Did he have brothers or sisters? 

It was only in recent years, that Kent began thinking about 
tracking down his biological family for medical reasons. ““When- 
ever I’d go to the doctor, I was never able to answer those questions

about family medical history,” Kent said. “That was what really 
started the whole thing- finding anything more than medical history 
would just be a bonus.” 

Kent’s wife, Wanda (°96), was the driving force in helping 
him to track down his biological family. She started with an online 
adoption registry, but had no luck. Next, she tried an ancestry DNA 
database, however the closest match was a fourth cousin, which led 
them to a great-great grandfather who had 11 children, but that was 
another dead end. Finally, they were referred to an investigator who 
specializes in adoption searches, known as a “‘search angel.” 

This person encouraged Kent to seek out non-identifying infor- 
mation on his birth parents from the Department of Human Services 
such as their height, weight, hair color, eye color, and birth date. 
After that lengthy process, the investigator sent Wanda a photo of 
a woman and asked if this could be Allen’s mother. They agreed 
it was possible based on her appearance, and an online search re- 
vealed that she had passed away in 2014. 

“That was a kick in the gut,” Kent said. “I couldn’t help but 
wonder if I had started this sooner, if I could have been able to meet 
het 

However, her obituary revealed that she left behind a husband, 
son and a sister named Shirley Thompson. Wanda was able to locate 
the biological aunt, found her phone number, and gave her a call. 

“She said she’d always expected that phone call,” Kent said. 
“She never had any children of her own, and although she had been 
married a couple of times, she always went back to her maiden 
name, hoping it would help me find her one day.” 

Talking with his aunt gave Kent more information about his 
biological mother, but still nothing about his father. All Thompson 
knew about his father was that his mother had met him while they 
were students at Murray State University in Kentucky, and he was 
on the football team. She referred Kent to some of his mother’s 
friends, but they didn’t know his father’s name. After combing 
through yearbook pages, the Kents narrowed down some football 
players they thought could possibly be his father, and sent those 
photos to his mother’s friends. One of them was able to identify 
him from a photo. An online search found him in New Jersey, and 
they tried calling a phone number and left messages, but received 
no response. 

They were able to find contact information for possible sib- 
lings, and finally received a response from the husband of a woman 
who turned out to be Kent’s half-sister, who is a police officer. 
Kent said the family was unsure at first if they were the real deal or 
if the whole thing was a scam. Once the police officer brother-in- 
law did some fact checking, his siblings (two sisters and a brother) 
confronted their father about Kent. 

Kent’s father George Fallon had not been aware that he existed. 
After a sleepless night, and the initial shock wore off, he called 
Wanda the next day. He later called Allen, and they spent an hour 
on the phone getting to know each other. They found out that they 
shared a love of athletics. Allen is the women’s head softball coach

at Co-Lin, and his father is a retired coach, athletic director, 
and administrator. All of his siblings are also educators. Kent iia Sef ft ok Rae 
said he could tell immediately they were good people and a ii way 
close family, and they all accepted him right away. His fa- 
ther was the first person who mentioned arranging a meeting, 
and after a couple months of phone calls, texts, and Face- 
book messages, Allen, Wanda, and their son Colby (‘14) and 

daughter-in-law Erica (“13), made plans to travel to New 

Jersey. 

The Fallon family met the Kents at the airport where 
they were greeted with hugs and tears. They insisted on 
having the Kents stay with them instead of a hotel, and they 
enjoyed spending several days getting to know each other and even caught a 
Red Sox game. 

“I’ve been a long-time Red 
Sox fan, and when I found out my 
father was also a fan, even though 
he lives in New Jersey where 
they’re primarily Yankees fans, 
that was pretty neat,” Kent said. 

Since getting to meet his 
family, Kent has stayed in touch 
via calls, texts and Facebook. Fal- 
lon and his wife Sharon are mak- 
ing plans to visit Brookhaven in 
the fall. 

Throughout the process of 
meeting his biological family, 
Kent has been sensitive to his 
adoptive parents feelings as well. 

“They've been supportive 
and my sister has been support- 
ive,’ Kent said. “No matter 
what, they'll always be my 
parents. I’m just thankful to 
have expanded my family 
and learn more about where I 
came from.” 

Kent said since sharing 
about his experience on Face- 
book, he has heard from sev- 
eral friends and acquaintances 
who are looking for informa- 
tion on family as well. 

“It’s just been such a re- 
lief to finally have some an- 
swers,” Kent said. “It makes 
me want to help other people 
who might be in a similar situ- 
ation.”

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\lumni News | Rural Dentist Scholarship 


Growing Our On 

Caitlyn Upton (16), a senior 
at Mississippi College, was re- 
cently selected to participate in 
the undergraduate portion of the 
Mississippi Rural Dentists Schol- 
arship Program (MRDSP). She 
is the daughter of Jeff and Sonya 
Upton of Natchez. 

MRDSP identifies up to five 
college sophomores and juniors 
who demonstrate the neces- 
sary commitment and academic 
achievement to become compe- 
tent, well-trained rural pediatric 
or general dentists in our state. 


The program offers two years 
of undergraduate academic en- 
richment including DAT (Dental 
Admission Test) preparation and 
clinical experience in a rural set- 
ting. Upon completion of all den- 
tal admissions requirements, the 
student can be admitted to the 
University of Mississippi School 
of Dentistry. 

During dental school, each 
MRDSP scholar may receive 
$35,000 per year based on avail- 
able funding. The program will 
award nine scholarships in 2017- 
2018, totaling $350,000. With 
continued legislative support, 
the program hopes to grow to 12 
scholarship totaling $420,000 by 
2018. Additional benefits include 
personalized mentoring from 
practicing rural dentists and aca- 
demic support. 

After completing dental school, 
MRDSP scholars must practice 
general or pediatric dentistry in 
a rural or medically underserved 
community. The MRDSP scholar 
must provide dental services as 
determined by the MRDSP in a 
full-time clinical practice in an 
approved Mississippi community 
of 10,000 or fewer population lo- 
cated more than 20 miles from a 
medically served area. 


Maggie Wilson (’17) of Roxie received her as- 
sociate’s degree at May graduation on the Nat- 
chez Campus at 71 years old. She began her 
education at a Christian seminary and after 
raising three of her grandchildren, she began 
working towards completing her degree. Wil- 
son said she was looking to “do something for 
herself” and enjoyed working with younger 
students at Co-Lin, and even sometimes help- 
ing them with their work. Wilson is a widow 
and has three children, 19 grandchildren, and 
five great-grandchildren. She plans to continue 
her education in Christian studies.
